While life 
was once looked upon as a mysterious 
essence which must have been the 
gift of God, biology is trying to 
prove that it is only the result of 
chemical composition, and that origi- 
nally it made its appearance sponta- 
neously in accordance with natural 
law. While we are accustomed to 
regard the operations of mind as in- 
dications of the divine origin of man, 
the extremists in biology are trying 
to show thet consciousness, intelli- | 
gence, and all mental phenomena are 
simply results of chemical composi- 


tion and molecular

sitions which biology is trying to 
prove. It hardly need be said that 
the attempt is thus far a vain one. 
Nor, indeed, does it seem probable, 
even from the scientific standpoint, 
that in regard to the last two propo- 
sitions it will ever be anything but a 
Vain one. Very few biologists have 
aby hopes that these matters will ever 
be more than purely speculative, and 
while the science in general looks 
Upon these two propositions as ques- 
tions to be investigated and proved if 
possible, there is scarcely any antici- 
pation that this will ever be done. 
While, then, we recognize that we 
can have scarcely any hopes or fears 
that these radical propositions will 
ever be demonstrated, it is well for 
Us also to recognize that we should 
at least have no fears for such a re- 
sult. For even these extremes are 
by no means atheistic. The whole 
Science of biology is only a step in 
the direction in which thought has 
long been tending. Primitive man, 
understanding nothing, saw a divini- 
'y behind every phenomenon of nat- 
ure, and consequently filled his uni- 
verse with a large crowd of gods. 
But this crude conception soon gave 
way to the thought of a single God 
acting capriciously in His dealings 
with both man and nature. Con- 
‘nued observations, however, showed 
him that nature was uniform in her 
acting; and finally Newton took the 
great step of formulating the first 
stand law of nature. From this time 
has science been in continued search 
after laws, and attempting to com- 
Prehend under its laws previously 
nysterious phenomena.

|advance of science is looked upon as 


atheistic. Every new law, every 
new explanation of mystery, is looked 
upon as doing away with the necessi- 
ty of a God. And when at last bi- 
ology would try to comprise the 
greatest mystery of all under the 
same natural Jaw, it is not strange 
that we should feel a shock as if, 
when this were done, there would be 
no longer any need or room for God. 


It is somewhat remarkable how 
this tacit assent has arisen, that what- 
ever can be explained in accordance 
with natural law is removed from the 
hands of God. Our conceptions of 
God have unquestionably been de- 
rived in many points from the crude 
conceptions of early times. With the 
first thinking men God was required 
to explain the miraculous and myste- 
rious events of nature, and not the 
phenomena which they at all under- 
stood. Now as science has one by 
one removed the mysteries, it is nat- 
ural that the feeling should arise 
that it was removing God and substi- 
tating natural law in His place. But 
in reality all that science does, or can 
hope to do, is to show that the power 
behind the universe acts in regular 
order according to fixed principles. 
These principles, when discovered, it 
calls laws, and too readily do most 
scientists rest satisfied here, convinced 
that they have reached the end. The 
scientist explains the phenomena of 
nature, and claims that he has done 
away with God. But his explanation 
consists simply in substituting in the 
place of various mysteries a natural 
law which he does not attempt to ex- 
plain, and which is more mysterious 
than the original phenomena. Biology 
is now trying to show that life is not 
a@ mysterious essence, but is simply 
due to the properties of the elements 
which are such that under the condi- 
tion of complex organization vital 
manifestations arise. All this we 
may admit, but it has certainly not 
made the mystery of life any clearer, 
or made it any less necessary to be- 
lieve in God as the foundation of the 
universe. This conclusion, if reached, 
would simply show that nature in the 
realm of life acts in accordance with 
fixed principles ; that the universe is 
so created that by a continual action 
of these principles the present condi- 
tion has resulted; and that life in its 
various aspects is explained according 
to law. But no single law has sci- 
ence explained. It has demonstrated 
the eternal presence of some power 
‘acting constantly in every phenome- 
non of nature, and its laws are sim- 
ply the method of action. To us the 
laws of science are the principles of 
action on the part of the Creator. 

We must not, then, be alarmed at 
the claims of modern biology. In all 
that this science has thus far proved, 





way. Naturally the Asiatic cholera 
has beeu a subject of close study. Sev- 
eral eminent scientists have been for 
a long time investigating the nature 
and causes of this dreaded scourge, 
and it seems fairly well established 
that it is due to the iatroduction into 
the system of certain vegetable mi- 
cro-organisms called bacilli of the or- 
der bacteria. A certain now famous 
Dr. Ferran, during the year just 
passed, claimed to have discovered a 
sure and safe method of inoculation 
against cholera. Amidst the com- 
plexity of reports concerning Dr. 
Ferran’s operations, it is difficult to 
get at the real facts, but there isa 
strong suspicion that when the truth is 
known, his claims will be found to 
have a decided tinge of fraud. Wheth- 
er this man be a fraud or not, does 
not affect the fact that many are look- 
ing to see the power of the disease 
checked by some kind of inoculation. 
The claim has lately been advanced 
that tubercular consumption is due to 
the presence of a minute o 
which may be destroyed by the intro- 
duction of another more active but 
harmless organism. The world may 
look for wonderful developments in 
these and kindred lines within a few 
decades. 

Recently, however, the whole civ- 
ilized world has become interested in 
the work of the celebrated French 
chemist, Pasteur. For three years 
M. Pasteur has been conducting a 
most careful series of experiments 
with a view to finding some prevent- 
ive against hydrophobia. His search 
seems to have been crowned with a 
success scarcely more wonderful than 
the genius and perseverance that led 
to it. The main facts in the case 
gathered from his report to the 
French Academy of Science are as 
follows: Pasteur found, after num- 
berless experiments, that if a rabbit 
be inoeulated, by introducing, be- 
ueath the dura mater of the braiu, 
some poisonous marrow from a mad 
dog, the rabbit develops the rabies 
after a period of about fifteen days. 
If a second rabbit be inoculated with 
marrow from the first, a third rabbit 
with marrow from the second, and so 
on, the period of incubation is gradu- 
ally shortened, till after the virus has 
passed through some forty rabbits in 
regular series, its strength has become 
so great that the hydrophobia is in- 
duced after a period of only seven 
days. 

The virus i3 nuw at its maximum 
intensity, and remairs at the same 
virilence however far the series is 
continued. M. Pasteur has thus con- 
ducted his experiments in an unbrokea 


ing a new rabbit each day, he has al- 
ways ready virus of uniform and in- 
tense virulence. 

This is one of the esseatials of his 
method.

Already plans are on foot 
to bring it to the reach of the world. 
There are as yet, however, among 
the great number who accept the 
whole process as thoroughly estab- 
lished, a few who claim that M. 
Pasteur is mistaken, or worse. It is 
maintained that enough cases have 
not yet been tried, and with sufficient 
knowledge of the circumstances, to 
|justify such extravagant claims. Oualv 
a few of the dogs that bite people are 
really mad, and of these persons 
bitten by rabid dogs only a small pro- 
portion have hydrophobia. So that 
it becomes very difficult to say how 
‘many out of the number that have 
|applied to M. Pasteur would have 
\died of hydrophodia without his treat- 
iment. It is certaialy to be hoped 
that all its distinguished author claims 
‘for it will be realized, but in uny case 
\the world will honor him as a man of 
integrity and genius.

(Ex. 31: 13-17; Jer. 17: 21,22; Neb. 13: 15-19), 
but wholly mistaken and narrow in their notions of 
the true spirit of Sabbath observance. On no in- 
stitution had the Jewish doctors exercised greater 
ingenuity in defining limitations, and prescribing 
what was lawfal or unlawfal, than on that of the 
Sabbath; and of none were they more jealous. 
They fenced it in with the most absurd and frivo- 
lous restrictions, thus converting a blessed and 
fruitfal appointment into a barren and superstitious 
ceremony. 

Uitra-sabbatarianism was the very genius of the 
Pharisaic religion. In fighting for this, they were 
verily fighting pro aris, pro focis (Pressense).— 
The genera) Sabbath command was, Thou shalt do 
no work. Nehemiah, enforcing this command, 
forbade the carriage of commercial burdens (Neh. 
13: 19). Fromthis the Pharisees, with their ac- 
customed literalism, had deduced the doctrine 
that nothing must be carried on the Sabbath. To 
forbid this man from carrying his bed was like for- 
bidding a modern man to move a chair or a camp- 
stool. Either he must have left his bed at the 
pool, to be stolen, or he must have stayed there to 
watch it, or he must have been allowed to take it 
home with him (Abbott).

Just fifty-eight and fifty-pine years 
the father of the editor was 
The memories 
of some of the old people readily re- 
cover the time and the appearance 
of the small minister, with an ample 
mouth, a large head, and a lively 
manner. He was a young man then. 
The writer can never think of him 
except as a very mature man, although 
he is himself several years older than 
the father was at his death. Dr. 
Fisk, then simply ‘‘ Brother Fisk,” 
was his presidingelder. We wandered 
up the street, where the minister lived 
in those days, hung over the bridge 
where his oldest boy fished many a
